In making our report this year besides the tabulated statements not 
much is to be said. 
_ Ten schools have been maintained in seyen school houses, 

With the completion of the new building at No. 2, the four grades 
were put in the new building and the old one left empty because it is 
less fit for use. 

About 180 scholars have been accomodated in the new school house 
quite comfortably but with little room to spare, and with the expected 
increase of scholars at the rate of the past few years, we shall soon 
need to use the old school rooms again. 

No. 1 has been over crowded and extra seats have been placed in it. 

‘he other houses furnish ample accomodations as yet. 

Last year the enforcement of the truant law increased the number 
of scholars 71, from 255 to 326, but many expected that the result would 
be removals from town and diminishing the number for this year. But 
we have really lost only 13 in this way and still have 313 scholars. 

Through some blunder, mistake or thoughtlessness somewhere we 
were limited in our school money. this year while having larger schools 
and of course greater expenses. 

As a result we could have only 23 weeks of schooling instead of 30 
as usual. 

Some people still think that we have too much schooling and are 
over-taxed to support it. |

But. 1 would suggest that it only cost us between $7. and $8. per pu- 
pil this year while Mass. pays $42: 

More interest has been shown by the parents this year than former- 
ly in our schools and we are glad to see it and hope for better things still. 

We can accomplish much with your help but little without it, 

We hope some action will be taken atthe coming meeting of the 
school district to provide for transportation of scholars, fixing the rate 
per mile, etc. | 

We ask for.an appropriation of $200. the coming year. for school 
Supplies, and shall need to ask for greater appropriations for general 
expenses. 

Our schools are better equipped, graded and supplied than ever be- 
fore and are doing better work every. year. |
